This  world  famous  statue 
is  151  feet  high  and  rises  from  a  pedestal  155  feet  high.  Designed  in  1884  by  Auguste  Bartholdi,  it  was  presented 
to  the  United  States  by  the  people  of  France  as  a  symbol  of  the  friendship  between  the  two  countries.

CHINATOWN:  With  its  narrow  winding  streets,  old  tenements,  chop  suey  restaurants  and  quaint  curio  and 
gift  shops,  extends  from  Mott  to  Doyer  Sts.  and  from  Bayard  St.  to  Chatham  Square.  It  is  a  bit  of  "Old  China" 
transplanted  to  New  York. 


TRINITY  CHURCH:  Broadway  at  the  head  of  Wall  Street,  founded  1696.  Third  Church  on  present  site,  com- 
pleted 1846.  The  architectural  beauty  of  this  Gothic  pile  is  in  no  ways  diminished  by  the  skyscrapers  of  Lower 
New  York.  In  the  churchyard  many  prominent  early  Americans  are  buried. 


FEDERAL  COURT  HOUSE:  Located  on  Foley 
Square  is  comprised  of  numerous  divisions  of  the 
Department  of  Justice,  a  few  of  which  are  the  Di- 
vision of  the  U.  S.  Second  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals, 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  etc. 


WOOLWORTH  BLDG:  This  architectural  edifice 
stretches  60  stories  to  a  height  of  782  feet  from  the 
ground.  The  tower  on  the  top  is  open  to  visitors 
and  on  a  clear  day  incoming  vessels  75  miles  from 
the  shore  arc  visihle.

PARK  AVENUE,  the  wealthiest  and  most  fashionable  street  in  New  York.  Both  sides  of  the  Avenue  are  lined 
with  palatial  hotels  and  imposing  apartment  houses  in  which  New  York's  wealthiest  families  reside.

Main  Building  is 
26  stories.  It  is  considered  one  of  the  greatest  group  centers  for  hospital  research. 
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MEDICAL  CENTER.  B'way  and  W.  168th  Street.  This  center  is  one  of  the  greatest  seats  in  the  world  for 
medical  teaching,  training  and  healing.  Consists  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Vanderbilt  Clinic, 
Presbyterian  and  Sloane  Hospitals,  Harkness  Pavilion,  Babies'  Hospitals  and  others. 


"YANKEE"  STADIUM:  The  largest  taseball  park  in  the  United  States,  and  among  the  largest  stadiums  in 
the  world.  Is  the  home  grounds  of  the  New  York  American  League  Baseball  Team,  familiarly  known  as  the 
"Yankees."  Its  stands  have  a  seating  capacity  of  60,000,  which  are  frequently  filled  to  overflowing.  Cosmo-Sileo 


POLO  GROUNDS:  The  home  of  the  New  York  "Giants,"  many  times  "Champions  of  the  World,"  covers 
about  sixteen  city  blocks,  with  an  entrance  at  155th  Street  and  Eighth  Avenue.  The  stands  are  built  entirely 
of  stone  and  concrete,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  45,000.  Was  opened  in  1912. 


HOTEL  PENNSYLVANIA:  Situated  on  Seventh  Avenue 
from  32nd  to  33rd  Streets. 


THE  NEW  YORKER  HOTEL:  On  34th  Street  and 
Eighth  Avenue. 


THE  WALDORF-ASTORIA:  Park  Avenue  to  Lexing- 
ton  and  49th  and  50th  Streets.
